Stanley Kramer Talks About Tracy 


NEW YORK—(NEA)—Even 


if "Guess Who's Coming to 
Dinner" were just an ordinary 
film, it would be an important 
one since it marks the con- 
clusion of one of Hollywood's 
most illustrious careers, that 
of Spencer Tracy. 


But the film happens to be 


good, a contemporary fairy 
tale about a perfect young la^dy 
who meets a perfect young 
man and brings him home to 
her perfect parents. Eventu- 
ally, audiences meet his par- 
ents and they too are perfect, 
even though flawed by pover- 
ty. And the point of the tale 
is heightened by all the per- 
fection, since a problem does 
exist. The perfect young man 
is a Negro. 


SMnlPv Kramer who oro- 
Stanley Kramei, wno pio 


duced and directed the film 
for Columbia release, says 
working on it was not the sad 
occasion it might seem. 


"Actually, Tracy was*gen- 


erally in better health during 
this picture than he was in the 
other three we worked on," 
Kramer said, during a New 
York stopover en route to 
Rome where he will make his 
next film, "The Secret of 
Santa Vittoria." 


"Tracy had retired at least 


25 times durjng his career, 
and he always said every pic- 
ture he made would be his 
last one.
